Of course, a 6-pound 
colony will perform more effectively. 
If the wind attains a velocity of 
25 miles an hour or more, bee flights 
are almost entirely stopped.

Rains confine 
bees to the hive, thereby resulting 
in a total cessation of their pollinat­ 
ing industry. 
The question often arises—How- 
far do bees travel to reach blossom- 
in fruit trees? 
Two miles is considered the m ax­ 
imum distance in good weather, al­ 
though commercial orchardists real­ 
ize that hives must be located within 
less than a quarter of a mile from 
a tree in order that bees may per­ 
form their vital task efficiently. 
W hat can the owner of a few home 
fruit trees do to insure bees working

fruit? 
First, the hit-or-miss method of 
depending on bees from an unknown 
source is no longer wise.
